Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—Destruction of the British horse 


transport Marina by a German submarine, without warning, with 
possible loss of American lires.^and the endangering- of the lives of 
seven American citizens in the submarine attack on .the British 
freighter Rowanmore, reported from Queenstown today by Anieri- 
can Consul Frost, contain possibilities of reviving the submarine 
issue between the United States and Germany. 


Investigation, officials realize, may disclose that there has been 


no violation of German pledges to the United-States. 


Nevertheless, the first reports, incomplete and transmitted by 


the American consuls as "provisional", caused some uneasiness. 


The report on the destruction of the Marina refers to the ship 


as a ''British horse transport." 


If it turns out that she was in fact in the transport service of 


the British government, it may be found that the mixed crew of 
British and American horse traders could claim none of the im- 
munity against attack without warning that attaches to the mer- 
chant ships. 


Orders were dispatched at once to gather all information to de- 


termine the status of the Marina and her crew. 


Although no American lives were lost in the submarine at- 


tack on the Rowanmore and the ship altered her own status if she 
made an attempt to. escftpe,;0fficlaja_wer*.1disturbed.by the ...report. 
that the boats were shelled after they had cleared from the aban- 
doned ship. The facts are expected to be determined by investi- 
gation which was ordered begun at once.

A A is offered by the Demo-l 


cratic Party as a statement of a' 
supreme accomplishment.

jumped1 from the right side of the 
machine. 
Tie alighted in the 


middle of the pike. 


The momentum of the car, 
ii 


some unaccountable way, carried 
it over the steep embankment on 
:wo wheels to the bridge, where ii 
took the fatal plunge. 


The tracks of the machine could 


be plainly seen showing bow the 
oar had dropped over the side oi 
he road ; tilted upon two wheels 
and without turning turtle, rode 
to the center of the bridge. 


It is about twelve feet from the 


top of the bridge to the solid rock 
bottom of the creek bed. 
Machine Dropped 
From Top of Bridge 


Indications were that the ma- 


chine dropped from the top of 
the bridge to the rock bottom be- 
low, striking in a perpendicular 
position and turning over. 


John Duis, who lives a few 


hundred feet north of the bridge 
was awakened by the crash of the 
ill-fated machine and soon sum- 
moned assistance.

He mumbled anc 
prayed, declaring that if he evci 
got out of this accident alive, he 
would never be in another one 
He was seized with frequent vom 
iting spells. 


Between wails of anguish, Mas 


sic told the, physicians that thej 
had been 'possum hunting.

Fields would drink too much anc 
ind taken a bottle away from him 
he says. This bottle, the physic- 
ians say they found crushed in a 
coat pocket. Harris added but 
little to the story related by Mas- 
sie.

Ross was allowed to sit by the 


fire at the Fieper home while Dr.

At first lie professed not to know 
anvtbing about, the accident. 
Fields Neck Was 
Pound Broken 


Coroner 
Daehler . made 
a 


cursory examination of the 'body 
nf Fields. He announced that, the 
man's neck was broken and death 
was instantaneous. 


One of the strange things about 


he accident was that the two 
dogs could not "be found. No one 
seemed to know where they had 
gone. 


Enron te to this city with the

A THOUGHT FOR HOME 


It is well for each voter.to concern himself about -what the elec- 


tion of candidates means to nation, state and county; it is also well 
that he should have a mind for those things that immediately con- 
cern his home. He will find one of these matters involved in the 
election of next week, which appears in the shape of the proposi- 
tion: Shall the village of New Boston 'be annexed to the city of 
Portsmouth.
